OKMULGEE, Okla., May 9.— The 
recent action of the secretary of the 
Interior in ordering a distribution of 
the funds of the estate of Jackson 
Barnett, the world’s richest Indian, 
without the approval of Barnett’s 
I guardian and the couny court of 
Okmulgee county, was set aside by 
Judge Robert L. W illiam s in federal 
district court at M cAlester yesterday. 
Judge W illiam s overruled the gov­ 
ernm ent's motion to quash the peti­ 
tion of Cart J. O’Hornett, Barnett’s 
guardian, ashing that the Interior de­ 
partment officials he restrained from 
paying out Barnett’s money. 
The court held that the money of 
the incom petent Indian cannot be 
paid out except on the order of the 
guardian with the approval of the 
county court and with the sanction 
of the Indian bureau. 
The interior 
department contended that the sec­ 
retary of the interior had sole juris­ 
diction over the funds of all Indian 
estates, regardless of w hether such 
estates were under the control and 
direction of guardians appointed un­ 
der the state law's.

VEN in homes where meatless 
day is not observed, it Is found 
profitable to serve fish on Friday as 
the markets provide a greater va­ 
riety for that day. 
Fish in most 
communities 
is

cheap food. 
It is easily digested 
and nutritious. 
Baked Stuffed Fish.—Prepare a 
stuffing for fish with one half cup­ 
ful of bread crumbs, one-fourth cup­ 
ful of melted butter, one-half cup­ 
ful of cracker crumbs, a few drops 
of onion Juice, one-fourth teaspoon­ 
ful of salt, one tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley, a few dastfes of 
pepper, and two tablespoonfuls of 
chopped sour pickles. Mix and bind 
with a beaten egg. 
Stuff the fish 
and lay on stripe of cheesecloth; 
this will keep the fish from break­ 
ing when lifted from the pan. Bake 
until 
tile fish leaves the bones. 
Serve garnished with cress or pars­ 
ley, with sections of lemon. 
Jellied Fish.—Cook a two-pound 
fish and remove all the bones and 
skin, chop fine, and stir in a little 
at a time a hnif cupfol of water; 
add a teaspoonful of salt, the Juice 
of three lemons, one tablespoonful 
of 
grated 
onion, 
2.3 
almonds 
blanched and finely chopped, and a 
dash of cayenne pepper. 
When all 
these ingredients have been well 
mixed add two tablespoonfuls of 
gelatin which has been softened In 
one-fourth of a cupful of water and 
dissolved over hot water.

a mold and when thoroughly chilled 
serve in a crisp nest of lettuce with 
mayonnaise dressing.

street,” is being sought in connection 
! with the flood of fake stocks which 
disrupted the stock exchange, bank­ 
ers and brokerage firms 
who are 
working on the case, admitted here. 
They stated a well organized gang 
sent its agents to various Massachu­ 
setts, New York and Pennsylvania 
cities to mail simultaneously bogus 
' orders and checks. Even the letter­ 
heads were faked, it was stated. 
Lamar is at 
present a 
fugitive 
from justice, having forefeited $25.- 
000 bail in which he was held on a 
war-time charge. 
Lamar won the title of “Wolf of 
Wall street” several years ago by 
bold raids on the street in specula­ 
tions, which were under the ban of 
the stock exchange and which took 
him into the courts. 
Wall street today had not recover­ 
ed from the shock it suffered yester­ 
day when buying orders, accompani­ 
ed by checks, were received by brok­ 
ers in that and other cities, causing 
the price of several stocks to soar 
several points. 
Prices went down just as suddenly 
when it was discovered the checks 
w*ere forgeries. 
Fortunes were lost by speculators 
and large 
sums were 
believed 
to 
have been made by those who par-I 
ticipated in the fraud. 
Today postoffice inspectors and
